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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants' amendments and arguments, filed on 03/08/2006, with respect to 
Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 16 have been fully considered. The 35U.S.C. 102(e) rejection 
has been overcome by rewritten those objected claims - dependent claims in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 1,17 and 20 that 
specifically comprises the following: 

— The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and 
the invention patented in Pat. No. US 6,704,346 and US 5,333,153. 
The improvement comprises "defining a good window size as the 
number of good channels, defining a bad window size as the number of 
bad channels, such that a ratio of the good window size to the bad 
window size is Q." as recited in combination with other limitation in 
Claims 1,17 and 20, respectively. 

US 6,704,346 reference teaches all limitation except the limitation as 
recited in the above paragraph and good/bad window size. US 
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5,333,153 teaches generating good/bad window size and does not 
teach the limitation as recited in the above paragraph. US 6,704,346 
and US 5,333,153, respectively and in combination, do not teach the 
allowable subject matter as recited in the above paragraph.
